Spring sunlight leads to better moods 
Children grow faster during the spring too

Are you in a better 
mood when spring arrives? 
Many people are. If you’re 
wondering why, it’s really 
no great mystery. It’s just 
spring fever. 

The term “spring fever” 
is more than a myth. It 
refers to both psychological 
and physiological symp- 
toms typically associated 
with the arrival of spring, 
including extra energy, 
better moods, and change 
in appetite, among other 
symptoms. While the exact 
cause is unclear, scientists 
believe that increased light, 
more exercise, and more 
bare skin influence hor- 
mone levels. 

Children grow fast in the 
spring than any other sea- 
son of the year, perhaps in 
part because of the benefits 
of the additional sunlight. 
There are also some nega- 
tives attached to spring. Did 
you know that couples are 
more likely to break up in 
the spring than at any other 
season of the year? 

Or that there are more 
tornadoes in the spring than 
any other time? Or that 
honeybees are more likely 
to swarm in the spring to 
start new colonies? 

Maybe it’s because 
March is named for Mars, 
the Roman god of war. Or 
maybe it’s because the sun 
starts remaining in the sky 
longer and longer after the 
beginning of spring and that 
impacts people’s emotions 
and also impacts nature. 

In any case, here are some 
surprising, interesting facts 
about spring: 

| Tornadoes are most 
common in the spring and 
least common in winter. 
Hurricane season begins in 
late spring. 

|| Every year, allergies con- 
stitute over 17 million out- 
patient office visits, mostly 
in the spring and fall. 

|| The myth that it is possi- 
ble to balance an egg on its 
end on the spring equinox is 
just that: a myth. Trying to 
balance an oval-shaped ob- 
ject on its end is no easier 
on the spring equinox than 
on any other day. 

| Every year on the first 
day of spring, people in 
Poland gather to burn an ef- 
figy and throw it in the river 
to bid winter farewell.

|| Honeybees are more 
likely to swarm during the 
spring. They swarm as a 
way to start new colonies 
from successful ones. 
Surprisingly, swarming 
honeybees are very docile 
and the most friendly they 
will ever be all year. 

| March is named after 
Mars, the Roman god of 
war. In ancient Rome, this 
month signaled the begin- 
ning of warfare season. 

| The term “spring fever” 
refers to a both psychologi- 
cal and physiological symp- 
toms associated with the 
arrival of spring, including 
restlessness, daydreaming, 
and increased appetite. 
While the exact cause is 
unclear, scientists believe 
that increased light, more 
exercise, and more bare 
skin influence hormone 
levels. 

(| The earliest known use 
of the term “spring clean- 
ing” was in 1857. 

| We’ve used the word 
“spring” for the season 
since the 16th century. 

| The first spring flow- 

ers are usually daffodils, 
dandelions, lilies, tulips, iris 
and lilacs. 

| There’s more daylight 
during spring because the 
earth’s axis tilts toward the 
sun at this time of the year. 
LI The first day of spring is 
called the vernal equinox. 
The term vernal is Latin 
for “spring” and equinox is 
Latin for “equal night.” 

_| According to a Facebook 
study, couples are most 
likely to break up in the 


spring and two weeks be- 
fore Christmas. The lowest 
breakup time was Christ- 
mas Day and from August 
through October. 

| The fall and spring 
equinoxes are the only two 
times during the year when 
the sun rises due east and 
sets due west. 

| On the first day of spring, 
a person at the North Pole 
would see the sun skim- 
ming across the horizon, 
beginning six months of 
uninterrupted daylight. A 
person at the South Pole 
would see the sun skim- 
ming across the horizon, 
signaling the start of six 
months of darkness. 

| Spring almost always 
arrives on March 20 or 21, 
but sometimes on the 19 

th as this year. The reason 
the equinoxes and solstic- 
es don’t always come on 
the same day is that Earth 
doesn’t circle the sun in 
exactly 365 days. 

| If Pope Gregory XII 
would not have established 
the Gregorian calendar, 
which most of the world 
now observes, in 1582, then 
every 128 years the vernal 
equinox would have come 
a full calendar day earlier, 
eventually putting Easter in 
midwinter. 

|| The first day of spring in 
the Southern Hemisphere 
is the first day of fall in the 
Northern Hemisphere. 

1 If Earth rotated on an 
axis perpendicular to the 
plane of its orbit around the 
sun rather than on a 23.4° 
tilt, there would be no vari- 


ation in day lengths and no 
variation in seasons. 

|| Easter always falls on the 
first Sunday after the first 
full moon after the spring 
equinox. 

|| While the spring equinox 
typically occurs on March 
20 or 21, meteorological 
spring begins on March 

1, a month when average 
temperatures increase by 10 
degrees over the month. 

L| In the Southern Hemi- 
sphere, springtime lasts 
from August until Novem- 
ber. 

| During the spring, birds 
are more vocal as they sing 
to attract mates and warn 
away rivals. 

_| According to the Nation- 
al Association of Realtors, 
spring is the most popular 
season to sell/buy a house. 
Buyers are usually hesitant 
to move during the winter 
when the weather is colder 
and kids are in school. 

So, while there are lots of 
houses to choose from in 
the spring, property prices 
are at their highest then. 

| A “spring tide” has noth- 
ing to do with the season of 
spring. Rather, it connotes 
a “springing forth.” Spring 
tides happen twice each 
lunar month all year long, 
regardless of the season. 

“| Children actually grow 
faster in the spring than 
during other times of the 
year. 

| The early Egyptians built 
the Great Sphinx so that it 
points directly toward the 
rising sun on the spring 
equinox.

Girls Basketball Season 
review of Rayders

Before the season 
there was every reason for 
Charlevoix girls basketball 
coach Reece Koepke to 
expect a solid year out of 
the Rayders, especially with 
the group of seniors he had 
on the varsity roster. 

In fact, he truly believed 
the Rayders could be 
playing for a title at the end 
of the year, either the Lake 
Michigan Conference or a 
district final. 

Both happened, as the 
Rayders was runnerup 
in the conference behind 
co-champions Elk Rapids 
and Harbor Springs who 
were 13-1, with an 8-2 
mark. 

Charlevoix won its first 
two games in the districts, 
both very close games. The 
Rayders topped Mancelona, 
37-36 in the quarterfinals 
before edging Johannes- 
burg-Lewiston, 29-27 in the 
semis. 

But the Rayders ran into 
Elk Rapids in the finals and 
were stymied offensively 
as the Elks raced to a 68-28 
win to end their season. 

“T think it was great that 
the seniors could at least 
play for some hardware at 
the end,” Koepke said. “I 
thought they deserved that, 
so I was happy that they 
made the finals. Elk Rapids 
and Harbor Springs just 
have very good programs 
right now, so I thought we 
fell into somewhere right 
after that (third place in 
the league). We lost some 
games I thought we should 
have won, and then we 
won some games I thought 
maybe we would have lost 
going into it. You never 
know what you’re going to 
get each night in the con- 
ference. It was competition 
every game you play. At the 
end of it I was happy with 
where we ended up.” 

The biggest graduation 
loss, of course, will be lead- 
ing scorer Abbey Wright 
who scored 20.1 points and 
11.9 rebounds per game. 

Charlevoix also loses 
fellow seniors Anna Kemp 
an 8.8 points per game 
scorer with 6.3 rebounds a 
game as well as 4.6 steals 
and 2.2 assists per game 
and Bayani Collins (7.4 
points, 6.5 rebounds a 
game). 

“T call Anna Kemp our 
“energizer bunny,” she can 
go, go, go.” said Koepke. 
“T take the batteries out of 
her and she’II still go, go, 
go.

Charlevoix will be 
doing that rebuilding in the 
newly formed Northern 
Shores Conference with 
the dissolution of the LMC 
which actually happened 
last April. 

The Rayders will no lon- 
ger be facing Traverse City 
St. Francis, the only team 
not invited, or East Jordan, 
which went in a different 
direction and joined the Ski 
Valley Conference. 

“We have a lot of points 
to replace between Abbey, 
Anna and Bayani,” said 
Koepke. “It’s 40, 50 points 
a game for us, so it’s going 
to be a tough deal. I think 
we had some good juniors 
this year in Sarah Wy- 
glendowski who’ll come 
in and score some points 
for us and rebound, step 
into Abbey’s shoes a little 
bit and be that post pres- 
ence. Emma Meadows and 
Brooklyn Schwenke will be 
looked to as guards coming 
in to take care of the ball 
and making some 3’s. Then 
we have a couple sopho- 
mores.” 

Koepke is confident that 
he’ ll have the talent and ex- 
perience that will come off 
the bench to help the team, 
especially if they develop 
over the summer. 

Among the new teams 
the Rayders will be playing 
in the new league, Koepke 
expects Cheboygan and 
Kingsley to be tough.
